Under tttooaptiou^'Th^iatost griev- 
moe^' yre tiave another of those peouliai- 
prod-aotiona which are generated evui-;>- 
morning by the inverted wisdom of the 

Government whitownshing establishmout 
If the primary object of tlieso IuikI siiloh 
be to bring coin into cofltn-s emptied by 
prodigality and pluudor, tho stand taken 
by tlio paid organ of the Ministry would 
at least be more iutelligiblo; bnt ovun in 
tliat case, few Giivernments wuuld bo will- 
ing openly to confess iu respect to an im- 
portant niatter of public polioy that "IIil- 
auctioneer knows be^J|/'^,';I^t mOjjf,,b»9 true 
(althoagti it is by no m'^aas '"Uniformly 
so) that if a man had a 'farm.or aliouse.or 
a lot' f o^^sale, ho would ;pnt"' it" 'tap at 
auction tu'Viotoria; bnt that man wuu d 
have the'oub sole object of realizing the 
greatest possible price. Is such the pri 
mary object of the Government in hold- 
ing these land sales ? If so, then are 
t loy ruaniug counter to tho views anii 
in8:^ucaon3 of Parliament and the bast, 
intaraats of the country. In aformir 
article wo endeavored to :ihow that tliu 
leiiUmate~^bjeot of these ^ sales wa. 
to i.toilitttte-t58'eitensioh' aud'acquisitioi, 
of homesteads by bonu fide Kettlurs; aiu. 
if tliat bu tiie object, it seems acarc,-J\ 
opju to question that the upproucliiny 
land sale should be held at JNew Wesi- 
ininstor. Buo if, as would now appear, 
the >iole object ot^ the GovernnieuD is to 
get as mucu' iaouey as possible', ntt<^'rly re 
gurdleas of t'Ue destiny or User of the lands, 
then, in all probability, tho organ 
right, and the course adopted by tht 
Government delensilde. If that bt 
the case, however, the Goverumem 
■will very jjuieldy be made to 
xealize, iu.A v^ay, they may not aitugethei 
relish, th^t; their laud poliqy ' is at ; vari- 
ance with" the views ' of Piirliament and 
the good of the people. In sober truth, 
it would be diilicuic to conceive ofaraore 
pernicious agraiian heresy. Adverting 
to another matter touched upon 
in the article now under consideratiun, 
■we wish to brietly point out tno pui 
pable wea^«^' of tne oa:ie so exultingiy 
made out for its masters by the organ. Iu 
reply to our complaint of dilatonuess on 
the part of tho Government in hcudiug 
out surveying pariicH, we are toid tiini 
theXreaty of Union forbade movement be- 
fore tlie 20th July, aud that movement 
■WHS made in less tlian two weeks there- 
after; and this, the hireling scribbler con- 
cludes, will "put a stopper on the oft re- 
peated charge of dilaturines.-i on the par. 
of our live Government." Now, e\en ad- 
mitting tnat the Treaty restriction ren- 
dered itimpossible to make surveys be- 
fore the20th, what was to hinderthe survey 
parties Uein^ all ready to start out on the 
21st, and thus save two'! I'vireb^s !of most 
valuable time ? But we will endeavor to 
show that this Treaty obstacle ■(vas more 
apparent than real. There is not a word or 
seiitonce in the whole Treaty of Union 
forbidding, or in any manner or degree 
preventing or delaying these surveys. 
The Government mighturge with some 
Hhow of rea.son the nnwisdom of expend- 
ing money in surveying lands whioh might 
fall within the railway reservation; and 
that will, in all probability, bo tlic excuse 
for not having sent out surveyors before 
the 20th of July. But surely tho organ 
will not pretend to say that any such ex- 
cuse could be pleaded in respect of tile 
section of country forming the chief field 
of operation. For many months it has 
contended that the route of the railway 
had been absolutely lixed via Soyinour 
Narrows, and it had even the clieek to 
oliim the credit of tho settlement of that 
question. Assuming such to have been 
tho case (which we do only for tho pur- 
poiasof tUe present argument j , lu)W can 
tlio organ possibly contend that the Gov- 
ernment could notsen l surveying parties 
into the Valley of tho Lower I'raber till 
after the 2'Jth of July ? Tho sum of ten 
thousand dollars was voted on the 5th 
of February for tho purpjs i, and iliere 
was nothing whatever to iiinUer tho Gov- 
ernment, luul they been so minded, 
to ha e sent out paroic.-t in, M.irCii 
or Apiil, an 1 iia i all tho survey- 
ing iu the Valley of the i''ras<!r 
co)n/(/e/t'(/ by the 20th of July, instead of 
eoMmeiuAng'^)(iiSJ\ weeks thereafter. As 
the matter noW'tittihds, operations which, 
in the hands of an uctiveuud apprei.iative 
administration, would have been com- 
pleted long ago, will in, uU probability, 
be inti^rrupted by tlio wet season. Tiie 
chuDge of ••(Ulatoriness ' in this matter 
was HUj^geiated iu the first instance by 
several paragraphs put forward by an iu- 
dis'jieet organ, el'ainiiug credit forits mus- 
ter* on account of the alleged alarcity wit'i 
which tho.se surveys were iiiaiigur.ite l. It 
will now be .leen how griiuuihes.i wa.-^ 
tliat claim. Our contemporary talks a- 
bunt "a '.ive (lovfrnment." These are 
the words of the Chief UominisAioner, by 
whom, in aljp^at^ability, tlie article we 
have been reviewing was written. A live 
Government indeed! To its own seliisli 
puipDHCs aiiil unworthy trii^lcery, it may 
bo alive. But even in that it is singularly 
shortsighted and indiscreet. But to the 
intereStS'andSrights of the people, no ad- 
ministration was ever so callous, so ut- 
terly dead. 



Stipfeildia^-^ Magistrates— 
Their Pd^itibh and Duties. 

In yesterday's Qcuctlc was published a 
correspondence showing tlio provisiun 
made for tlio class of ollicials in this Pro- 
vince known as iS'.ipendiary Magistrates, 
their jiosition and the duties tlioy arc en- 
titled t j-tjoder the country. Tlie story is 
too long for the space at onr disposal, i)ut 
the substantial result, whieh isijrob.ibly 
all tho public care for, may bo very brielly 
stated; Under the direction of tiio Lieu- 
tenant-Governor as d-3puty of tho Govur- 
nor-Gencral in the administration of local 
affairs, they are entitled and required to 
diBoharg^e'5ll,|he;i}il^btipn8 disohargetl by 
them prior to tfriioh'.' Thutis'to say, in 
addition to actingasConnty Court Judges, 
tlioyaro Indian Agents, Assistant Coi,i- 
missionors of Lands and Worlts, Collec- 
tors of Kovonne and general Gov'>rnmeut 
agents in the different Dopnrtinonts of 
tho Public Service. The Attorney-General 

S'ves it as his opinion, ^^^m^mber of tho 
overnment, that, uotwituatandiug the 
Legislittive Assembly iinveakiiaidy strong* 



ly intimated their wish that, as County 
Court Judges, these gentlemen should be 
fluuef^eded by others learned in|tb^,Iaw, 
it will obviously be for the intereit"of tho 

country that no change Qlipuld takeplace, 
in view of thomoro^euenkl<'E(nd multiform 
services rendered witlloiit' involving any 
charge upon tho local revenue. In the 
course of his "oijinion'.' the Atfy-General 
taki^s occasion to point out the disparity 
.'bcitween the salaries of ttiisse. gentlemeu 
'and the amount of work they are called to 
perform in tho single cajjacity of County 
Court Judges; in snpijort of which ho 
cites tho following illustrations: "From a 
return whicii has lioen plaiied hefouMue,! 
rind tiiat, during tho year 1872, only four 
causes were actually tried at Yale. The 
salary voted for Yale is $8000 p^r'antinm. 
Each case has thus cost the Dominion 
Government S750, besides, in all proba- 
bility, the travelling expenses of tho 
J udgo. At Nanaimo lour cases were tried 
during tho same year. The salary voted 
lor Aanuimo is ?!;2,250, or an avoiago cost 
ro the Dominion of §5(32 50 for each 
County Court case adjudicated upon. ' 
We may be poi mittod to remark that tho 
"returns" alluded to by the .\tt0rn03- 
Goneral are tiioae moved for by tiioiiicn.- 
bcr for Nanaimo last session, and tiiat 
tliey more ^iiau justify the statetneuts 
made in this journal last year upon tbWt 
oubject. 



Why Prices are High- 
Mr. Rnskin, in a recent paper says: 
"The weekly bills are double, because 
the g,-eater part of the labor of the i)eopl(' 
of England is spent nnproiluetively ; tliat 
is to say, producing iron )jlatcs, ironguiis, 
.f'lnpowdt'r. infernal machines, infcrmil 
fortresses Iloaliiif,' about, infernal fortres- 
ses standing still, infernal means of niis- 
.diiovous locomotion, infernal lawsniis. 
infernal parliamentary elocution, iiUer- 
iial beer, ami infernal gazettes, maga- 
/.iiios, statues, and pictures. Calculate 
i,ho labors spent in producing these infer- 
nal articles annually, and put against it 
the labor spent in |)roduciiig food! The 
only wonder is, tnat weekly bills are not 
toiifolil instead of double. For this 
poor housewife, mind yon, cannot feed 
her children with any one, or any quanti- 
ty, of those infernal articles, "uijihlren 
can only bo fed with divine article.s. Their 
mother can, indeed, get to Londoncheap. 
but she has nu business there; she can 
t)iiy all the morning's news for a half- 
penny, but she has no concern witlitbein; 
she can see Gustave Doro's pictures (and 
she had better see the dovii) for a shil- 
ling; she can bo carried through any 
quantity of tiltliy streets on a tram way fo'r 
three pence; but it is as much as her life 
is worth to walk in them, or as her mo- 
desty is worth to look into a print shop 
in them. Nor, 'et her have bnt to (,'o on 
foot a quarter of a mile in the West End, 
she dares not take her purse in her ])ock- 
et nor let her little dog follow her. These 
are her privileges ond facilities, in the 
capital of civilization, But none of 
these will bring meat or flour into her 
own village. Far the contrary! The 
sheep and corn which the fields of her 
village produce are carried away from it 
to feed the mal es' of Armstrong guns^ 
And her week y bills are double." 

Relative Taxation- 

A comparison of taxation in the follow- 
ing countries is highly favorable to the 
Dominion of Canada.— The taxation in 
tho Dominion is S4 75 i)cr liead at tho 
outside. In Great Britain and Ireland it 
is SIL 12, or nearly two and a half times 
(lie.vmoiint of our proportion. In the 
United States it is 814. 90 or more timn 
three times that of Canada. --But the ta.xu- 
tion of other British Colonios "luces Can- 
ada in a still more favorable light. In 
Now Zealand tlietaxation perliead is - 
80; in South Australia S.'il; in Queens- 
land S28 45; and in New South Wales 
S2(5 80. Thus Canada is taxed only intbe 
uroportion. in round Hgnros, of one-thir- 
teenth of New Zealand, loss one sixth 
of South Australia, one sixth of Qneeiis- 
lund, sometliing over ono fifth of New 
South Wales, and less ouo-third of the 
United Sta'os.

The various Vionnacorrospondonts have 
witii ono ajcoril dilated on tlie extraordi- 
nary dogi'oe of interest excited in the Aus- 
triaui^ capital by tho Earl and Countess of 
Dudley; and his lordship ia a remarkable 
person personally, and asholdingin some 
respects an almost unique position amon^* 
English poors. In tho reign of Oliarles I; 
there was a wealthy goldsmith named 
Ward. He was jeweller to Queen Henri- 
etta Maria, Ciiarles' consort, and having 
bought a great property and having gain- 
ed the status which in England has over 
accompanied lauded estate, contrived to 
marry his son to the daughterand heiress 
of Lord Diidluy. 'Eventually tills lady 
succeeded her father as Baroness Dudley 
ill her own right, whilst her husband was 
created, by Charles L, Baron Ward. 
Soinoiime after tho Dudley barony foil 
into nbeyanc J among liroct feiualo heirs, 
whilst tho Ward baryuy descended to the 
immediate aiicestora qf the present peer. 
Eai lier in tho presiiht century ii was In 1 1 
by ono of tho best known men of tlio 
tune, who tilled the post of fSecrotary of 
State in Mr, Canning's Ministry, and was 
created Earl of Dudley. This nobleman, 
one of tho kinddst-hearfed men who over 
lived, was astrange compound of eccen- 
tricity and ability'. Unhappily in the end 
tho latter overpowered tho former. His 
nbsonco of mind was proverbial. "Conio 
and dinn with me. my dear fellow," lie 
once said to Sidney Smith, '-and I'll get 
Sydney Smith to nifct yon." "When one 
night at aparty his carriagedidn't arrive, 
a gentleman well acquainted with his pe- 
oularities offered to let him 'down, at his, 
house. The hour was'so late that liord 
Dudley, in somi! ways a very retiringcliar- 
acter, was perforce compelled to acicept 
tlio civility, but was no sooner in tho car- 
riage than ho began, ac;cordiiig to his 
wont, expressing his thoughts aloud, and 
said, •'Oonfuunded bprejl suppose I shall 
have to usk the fellow to dinuer," where- 
upon his companion presHntlv rejoined 
in a similar tone. "Confounded bore; I 
supiiose this fuUow will bo thinking it 
ncC'ssary to ask mo todiniier." Lord Dud- 
ley appreciated the joko, and thej- be- 
came great friends. Lord DuiUey was in 
the habit of always'haviug apple-pudding 
at hisdinnep^able^^^lbuC.neiglibors at,a 
grand state banquet at Vienna were not a 
little surprised on hearing him muttering 
repeatedly, "No apple-pn Iding; l oapplo- 
pudding; God bless my soul, no applo- 
pndding!" Whilst at tho head of tho For- 
eign Olli 'O, Lord Dudley was on one oc- 
casion guilty of a meuiorablo absence of 
mindl which formed a onribaa episode in 
dipIamatfo'lnstdVy, He directed a letter 
intended for the Fre'ich to tho Russian 
.Vmbassador shortly bjforo the aifiir of 
Navaiiiio, and strange to say, attained by 
it iminense credit fur diplomatic address 
Prince Licveii (then Russian Ambassa- 
dor) set it down as one of the cleverest 
ruses ever attempted to be played ofT, and 
gave himsjif immense ore lit for not fall- 
ing into the trap laid for him by, as he 
imagined, the wily Englishman. He re- 
turned the letter with a most polite note, 
in wiiich he avowed, of course, that be 
had not read a line of it after he had as- 
certained that it was for Prince Polignac, 
but could, no^ resist telling Lord Dudley 
at an evening party that he was U-op flu, 
but that diplomatists of his (Prince L's) 
standing. wore not so easily caught. To- 
warila tho elo^o of liis life Lord Dudley's 
mind quite gave way, and one of the ear- 
liest .symptoms of his unfortunate malady 
was that of asserting himself to bo married. 
Ho is said to have expressed great affec- 
tion and solicitude f ir hisimaginary wife. 

As Lord Dudley never married his 
earldom died with him, but his harony of 
Ward \\oi;ttoa -ocond cousin, a'dergyman ; 
and at his death came to his son, the pro- 
sent jieer, who inherited the title when 
about eighteen. During hisfather's en- 
i lyment of hi» peerage and hia own min- 
oi ity.ttie accumulations from the proper- 
ty were so great that an immensoaddition 
was made to it by the jjuroliafo of the 
estates of Lord Foley in Worcestershire 
for upwahds of £300,000, the largest sale 
ou re(!ord in tho United Kingiioni, Like 
tho great hulk of tho English poorago,the 
Fohiys had boon traders, and Dr. Nash 
instances them as proving wiiat may bo 
done in a free and trading country by in- 
tegrity, and industry, frugality, and an 
extensive lino of business. But a.s in so 
many oiluricas is. tho Foley's ihsjendants 
wore fully as good at spending as tho an- 
cestors at making. Witley Court, tlieir 
former vast abode, is remarkablo for a 
memorial of ephemeral splendor in the 
shape of a ceiling by Verrio which form- 
erly vlocorated Canons, long since laid 
low, the Uoi)-)e (if Popes Tim^ni, the prince- 
ly Chandos. '\!\w spUmdid bi'oiint) lamps 
which nsfid to bl iz : at the eutrauco of 
this gr^ud abode woip removed to Wan- 
steftd, 4t thaoomoienoement of the cen- 
tury the most magnlHoont hoosa in Eng- 
land, but of wliii'li not ono stone now 
remains on the othnr. Tho staircase of 
Canons, tlion the only marble one in tho 
kingoni, was bought by tlio oolebruted 
Eirl of C.iestoniol l for Oiiostortljlds 
House— no Jongor the property of the 
Ghostetftalda where it mwT yet' be soon. 
Ever sinoo tim present Lord Dudloy--- 
who ivas raised to tho E vrldoin a few years 
ago---eaine into his estate, that (lortioii 
which liis in tli.3 Ua.'k Country, 
aroni d Dudley, has gone on increasing m 
in value until, allowing for the tliictiia- 
tioiis inciili ntal lo tho iron trade, his 
command of money is so great that t'lo 
In.Kury bi'vond his nU'a (s ooiik] feqar 'oly 
b.i inpnrid.

A Teirrible Daatli. 



New York, July vS. — .\.!nonyr the at- 
tracdoiis at Ionia, Michi^ran, July 4, 
was a balloon asee'iision by Prof. La 
Moiiiitaiu. Tlio ascension was made 
from the public square. When the 
balloonist had attained an altitude of 
about 1500 'f^et; the ropes holding the 
basket to the balloon pai-ted, precipita- 
ting the Professor to tho ground, kill- 
ing him instantly. Ho fell on the 
square from whonco ho started, A letter 
received hereto-day g'ivestho following 
details of the accident: '• When fully a 
half ,a mild frpm; the earth, aud when 
thdwlidle' structure looked no larger 
than a hogshead the balloon slipped 
between tiic rof es and was instantly 
inverted. The car and occupant dropp- 
ed like a hUoL with the moat terrific 
velocity, the unfortunate mau clinging 
to the basket. That be was consciou.-. 
was eviSentfi-om bis struggles. "With 
all the intensity of life he sought to 
raisa tho basket above him, evidently 
hoping to use it ns a paracliuto. Ht^ 
succeeded in his object, but when about 
100 feet high he loosed his hold, folded 
his hands ani^ arms before bis face, and 
his feet first struck the ground with a 
dull, heavy thud. Then ensued a panic 
aud uproar in tho crowdod iqultitudc. 
Women fainted, strong men wept, and 
tho oanva 1 came flying ovor the crowd 
like ft bird, yomo one cried out to get 
from its way, as it would full with cru.sh- 
ing force. Then the cry Avas taken up 
and a general rush made for safety, iu 
which many were more or less injured. 
La Mountain was crushed into a literal 
pulp. A medical oxaminntion disclosed 
tho fact that hardly a whole bone was 
left. Many were ground and splintered 
to powder.
